The Government gained a point in the 
trial of Edward G. Lewis on a charge 
of using’ mails to defraud when 
Judge Amidon, in chambers, Friday, 


ruled that the report of A. D. Radert, 
expeit accountant for the Department 
of Justice, was admissible as evidence 
and that ali of the books and papers of 
the Lewis enterprises, including those 
of the E. G.. Lewis estate were also 
admissible. 

The Judge held that all of the books 
and papers were in court for the use of 
attorneys on both sides.

Coroner’s Jury Finds Joseph 
Schmerber Died as -Result of 
Beating by Bagley. 





NO ARREST TO BE MADE 





400 More Than Year Ago in In- 
stitution Where Tragedy Oc- 
curred; Same Attendants. 





Friday found that 
Joseph Schmerber, 42 years old, a pa- 
tient in this City Insane Asylum, came 
through dilatation of the 
from a. beating by 
patient, last 
Wednesday night. The jury’s verdict 


was homicide, but as Bagley is insane 
and in confinement, he will not be ar- 
rested. 

Schmerber and Bagley, 45 years old, a 
paranoiac; slept together in a ward oc- 
cupied by 100 patients. There wag but 
one guard, Ralph Rogers, on duty in 
the ward at 2 a. m. Wednesday when 
Bagley attacked Schmerber, according 
to evidence at the inquest. 

Rogers called W. R. Elmore, a guard 
» the floor below, and they found 
‘chmerber semi-conscious on his bed. 
They called Dr. Carl Wachemfeld. 

Bagley Had Delusions. 

Wachemfeld testified that he found 
hlood on Sehmerber from bruises on his 
nead and face and found no wounds that 
could have come from any weapon. He 
said that Bagley frequently had delu- 
sions that men were attacking him, and 
at such times attacked everybody in 
sieht. He gave it as his opinion that 
Bagley was awakened from sleep by one 
if* those delusions and at_once struck 
Schmerber, the only man within reach. 

Dr. George Johns, superintendent of 
the asylum, told Deputy Coroner Fath 
that Schmerber and Bagley were alone 
in a room that Was a part of a ward 
where 100 pdtients slept. 

Pr. Johns told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, after the inquest, that there are 
four guards in that ward in the daytime, 
but only One at night. 

He admitted that 
guard for 100 insane patients is not 
enough, but said that more guards 
probably could not have prevented the 
killing of Schmerber, as the attack 
lasted only a moment and was all over 
when the guard and the physician got 
there. Dr. Johns said that he Held no- 
body responsible’for the killing. 


400 More Patients. 
Dr. Cc. H. Shutt, Hospital Commis- 


sioner, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that he knew there were too few guards 
at the City Insane Asylum. There are 
now 400 more patients there, Dr. Shutt 
said, than there were a year ago, but 
the vumber of attendants has not been 
increased. Dr. Shutt said that he had 
recommended the employment.of more 
attendants there several times, but that 
his requests have been ignored. 

The police have been unable to. find 
the wife of Schmerber. He was placed 
in the institution last June by Mrs. 
Schmerber, who then gave her address 
as 3626 Indiana avenue. She is not there 
now.

Samuel Arnell Cheatham, 22 years old, 
former sailor and baseball player, who 
has signed a confession that he mur- 
dered George ‘Wurzburger in a pawn- 
shop, Jan. 31, and who, the police ‘are 
convinced, was lured back to St. Louis 
by his love for a girl, discussed the 
crime with an air of nonchalant ‘bravado 
Friday. 

Although he said Thursday evening, 
when he was arrested as he stepped 
into the room he had been occupying 
before his flight, at 5137A Delmar beule- 


vard, that he had come back to sur- 
render to the authorities, the detectives 


believe he returned to St. Louis to find. 


out why his sweetheart, Miss Leila 
Mayham, 4210 Washington boulevard, 
had not answered his many letters. He 
had written to her from every stopping 
place on his flight through many states, 
but had received no word of reply. 


Ready for His Punishment. 

After Chief Allender had _ finished 
questioning Cheatham, the prisoner said 
he wanted to see the newspaper men. 

To the reporters he said the state- 
ments in his written confession to the 
police were correct and that he would 
plead guilty when arraigned in court. 

“I'll throw. myself on the mercy of 
the Judge and take the consequences, 
even if it- is the death penalty,” he| > 
said. — 

Cheatham complained that his confi- 
Gence had been. betrayed in making 
public Miss Mayham’s name. He said 
that she or no one else knew anything 
about the murder. ‘That was an after- 
thought,” he said. “I didn’t go there 
to rob or kill anybody.” 

He insisted that he came back to St. 
Louis intending to give himself up. He 
was in Jacksonville, Fla., when he 
learned from the newspapers that the 
detectives were on his trail, he. said. 
He frequently showed his high temper 
and once he asked that he.be left alone 
for 10. minutes with the reporter who 
made public Miss Mayham’s name. 

Made Hig Will Jan. 22. 

While Cheatham was talking to re- 
porters a detective brought in a will 
which he made Jan, 22 last, nine days 
before the murder. 

The will is signed by Samuel Arnell 
Cheatham. The witnesses were W. A. 
Fortner, Frisco Building, and 8S. I. 
Rooks, 5220 Garfield avenue, William 
fiercules Richardson is named as exec- 
utor. After directing that his body be 
cremated and his debts paid, Cheatham 
Qames his bequests. 

To Miss Mayham he leaves $500 and 
to Mrs. Emma Obermoeller, an aunt, the 
same amount. The remainder of his 
real estate, personal property, money, 
claims, stocks, bonds and interests are 
left to his brother, Paul Hugh Cheat- 
ham, and his sister, Teresa Winifred 
Cheatham, in equal shares. 

Cheatham told the detectives about 
the will Thursday night and asked 
them to get.it from’ Rooks so he could 
make changes in It. 

While Cheatham, in.his will, mentions 
stocks, bonds, real estate and personal 
property, it became known with his ar- 
rest that a short time before the killing 
he borrowed $15 from Miss Mayham and 
also borrowed money from Charles 
Obermoeller, husband of his aunt. He 
complained to friends he was “broke” 
and :talked of wanting to raise money 
to go to Florida. 

Detectives learned Friday that two 
weeks before the murder Cheatham 
took out a $5000 life insurance policy| 
payable to a sister, Theresa, a pupil in 
the Ursuline Convent at Arcadia, Mo; 
the man was fond of this sister and 
helped to support her out of his meager 
income. Chief of Detectives Allender 
said he believed that Cheatham was 
planning the murder at that time and 
wished to provide for her future in 
case anything should happen to him. 

His Ego Astonishes Chief. 

After the interview with the man in 
the morning, Chief Allender declared 
Cheatham presented the most remark- 
able case of exaggerated ego the vet- 
eran officer ever has encountered. If 
was this vanity, Allender says, that 
made it impossible for the man to tom- 
prehend that his sweetheart had re- 
jected him absolutely. Even if she had, 
he was vain enough to believe he could 

see her personally ana talk her out of

Engineers Differ as is to, ‘Height of 
Street ‘Elevation .at, Crossing 
Depressions. » 





A difference of one foot.in the height 
of the proposed elevation of streets at 
crossing~ points is all that stands in 


the way of solving the engineering dif- 
ficulties in eliminating the grade crogs- 
ings along the northerfa boundary of 
Forest Park by depressing tracks of the 
Wabash Railroad. 

An agreement on this point was almost 
reached at a conference Thursday after- 
noon at the city hall between members 
of the Board of Public Improvements, 
Receivers Bixby, Pryor and Delano of 
the Wabash and engineers of the’ city 
and of the’ railroad. This was the’ first 
frade crossing conference here that 
has been attended by Delano, who lives 
in New York. 

|The railroad engineers declared at the 
¢onference that an elevation of five feet: 
in the streets at the crossing points will 
be necessary to insure the proper dtain- 
age of the: track ‘depresston. The ‘city 
engineers asserted: that an elevation of 


tfour feet will give the necessary. height 


above the sewers to supply proper drain- 
age of the depression. 

The members of the-Beard of Public 
Improvements agrééd with-the railroad 
officials that a slight elevation of the 
streets. wil] be necessary to keep the 
tracks above the sewers and provide the 
hecessary depth below the. street level 
for the passage of trains. The elevation 
also is required to prevent the sewers 
backing up and flooding the depressed 
tracks during periods of high water, ac-} 
cording to members of the board. 

After the conference the city and raii- 
road engineers agreed to continue their 
daily joint meetings in-an effort to ad- 
just the difference of one foot. As soon 
as this plan is completed, which will be 
in- a few days in the opinion of the 
board, a complete agreement will be 
reached between the city and the rafl- 
road officials as to the engineering prob- 
lems, members of the board told a. Post. 
Dispatch reporter Priday.

The advertisement offered approxi- 
mately $18,000 worth of the 7-per-cent 
notes, which it said had been twice over- 
subscribed and that the company had 
for sale only such of the notes as it had 
obtained by repurchase, investment or 
exchange. 

Radert testified that on the date of 
the advertisement there were oustand- 
ing of the $150,000 series $112,209.01 of the 
notes and of the $450,000 series, $449,227.50. 
Of the series A unseéured notes there 
were outstanding $369,097.14. 

The total outstanding was $930,536.55 or 
$330,536.55 Over the $600,000 limit of se- 
cured ndtes. i 

An advertisement dated a week later 
and headed: ‘‘Less than $9000" was also 
read. 

Radert said that at that time $422,210.14 
of the series A unsecured notes was out- 
standing. 

Of all issues there was outstanding 
$979,945.70, or $379,945.70 in excess of the 
$600,000 secured limit. 

In reference to an advertisement of 
Jan. 14, 1909, which said $21,000 of the 
notes was outstanding, Radert testified 
that the total issue of secured and un- 
secured notes on that date was $1,076,- 
057.53, instead of the authorized $600,- 
000 of secured notes. 

Houts read an advertisement in the 
Woman's National Daily for March 2, 
1908, in which it was stated that the 
bond issue would cover all the indebted- 
ness of the company:

Radert produced his trial balances of 
the company’s books to show that on 





March 1, 1908, the indebtedness of the

Youth on Trial Declares He 
Stabbed His Rival in Business 
in Self-Defense. 





Antonio Sansone, on trial before Judge 
Rassieur for kiling Joseph Camarata, 
Sept. 9, 1910, took the stand in his own 
defense at noon Friday. Sansone, who is 
but 19 years old, calmly told the jury 
how he stabbed Camarata in self-defense 
and of the events that led up -to their 
fata] quarrel. He smiled almost con- 
tinually while being cross-examined. 

Sansone is a fruit dealer employed by 
his father, Michael Sansone. Camarata, 
whom he killed, also was a fruit dealer. 

“TI had gotten en order from Aufricht, 
the grocer, at Fifteenth street and 
Washington avenue, for two bunches 
of bananas,” he testified. “I had 
sold <Aufricht lemons for years, but 
general fruit he had bought from Cam- 
arata. Camarata warned me to stay 
away from Aufricht’s, telling me that 
he was his customer, and when I went 
to deliver the bananas, Saturday, Sept. 


so I drove on. Later I returned, think- 
ing he would be gone, but he was still 
there. 

Revolver in His Wagon, 

“Camarata stopped my horse and aft- 
er calling me many vile names, took a 
small steel hammer from his pocket and 
threw it at me. Then when he dis- 
played a knife I took my revolver from 
under the wagon seat and made him put 
his knife away. 

“The following Monday morning I was 
at the American Central Fruit Auction 
House, sampling oranges with , Lorenzo 
Morino and William Sansone. I was 
wiping my knife blade with my hand- 
kerchief when Camarata, whom I had 
not seen, rushed from around a pile of 
fruit boxes, and shouted: ‘New I’ve got 
you.’ 

“He was putting his hand into his 
hip pocket and I thought I could see in 
his face that he meant to kill me. I 
had the knife in my left hand and I 
struck him. Then I ran. As I reached

objected to the question. 

“Do you wish to impeach the testi- 
mony of Caito by trying the question 
whether Caito killed Leoni?’ Judge Ras- 
sieur asked Howe. Howe replied that 
Caito made threats against Leoni, but 
Judge Rassieur would not allow the ex- 
amination to proceed on the lines be- 
gun by Howe. There were several sharp 
passages between Judge Rassieur and 
Howe. Howe insisted on addressing the 
Court and finally the Court ordered him 
to keep quiet. ? 

“Now you listen to me,’’ said Judge 
Rassieur to Howe. ‘‘We are not going 
to try that controversy.”’

APPLETON, Wis., March 8.—That 
foreigners in China are safer without 
the “protection”’ of Chinese soldiers is 
the statement made in a letter by the 
Rev. George M. Verity, a graduate of 
Lawrence College, who has been a 
Methodist missionary in China since 1889.

M., @S Well as I can remember— 
at any rate it was after dark—I en- 
tered the Cowperthwait Loan Co. on 
Pine street for the purpose of pawn- 
ing a pair of cuff links. When I 
entered the place I had a 22-caliber 
revolver in my right-hand hip pocket.

George Wurzburger on the left hand 
side as you go in. He was behind 
the show case. 

I handed him the cuff links and 
said: “I want to pawn these.” He 
did not want to take them on ac- 
count of an argument we had had 
a few days before. I wanted $4 on 
the buttons, and he wanted to give 
me but $2 for them. We finally 
agreed on the price, and he took 
them and went around to his desk 
to make out the ticket. He took the 
book and started to enter them up, 
talking all the time. He kept fussing 
after he took them from me. I don’t 
recall right now all that he did say, 
but the argument was that I wanted 
$4 and he only wanted to give me 
2, and he kept on talking all the 
time he was writing the ticket. 


E said: “I shouldn’t take them 
H at all. I answered him very 
heated. He would write a 
word and then look up and talk to 
me. While he was arguing I took 
the gun from my pocket, took aim 
and shot him through the brain. 
I started to turn around to go out. 
I got to the door, and then it struck 
me that I might as well go ahead 
and ransack the place while I had 
the opportunity. I leaped over the 
showcase on the left-hand side as you 
come in the pawnshop and took a 
coat that was hanging on the wall 
and put it over his face.

When I started to fill the grip Mr. 
Wurzburger started to crawl toward 
the trap door. It was open and I 
threw him down and closed it. The 
trap door leads to the celiar and that 
is where I pushed him. Then I closed 
the bag. The money drawer was 
open and I next went to it. I took 
all the money that was in the draw- 
er—amounting to either $8 or $96. 
There was about $30 or $32 in silver 
and the remainder in bills. The bills 
were in a little square in the drawer 
in the same place where the silver 
was kept. Wurzburger had not paid 
me for the links before I shot him, I 
took no more watches after throwing 
him into the cellar. There was some 
rope lying on the floor, and I started 
to tie up the bag. Then, thinking 
that people might notice it too close- 
ly, I concluded not to go out with 
the bag tied, and broke the rope with 
my fingers. 


TUOK an Olive car and went 
| home to 5137 Delmar boulevard, 

where I had been rooming for 
three weeks. As soon as I got home 
I counted the money and went out 
and paid Mr. Etheridge for my raom 
from Feb. 15 to Feb. 29, and also paid 
him in advance to April 1, 1912. I 
gave him $37.50. I went to my room 
and tried to go to sleep. I got up 
next morning and went up to a doc- 
tor in the Delmar Building. I don’t 
remember his name. I then came 
downtown and went out on the Eads 
Bridge and threw the gun I had used 
into the Mississippi River. I told 
Etheridge that I was going to Louis- 
ville, Tenn., and then home, and 
would be gone for possibly a month.

BERNHEIMER DIES. 
INGOURT WHERE HE 
SUED RELATIVES 


Former Rich Man Succumbs Aft- 
er Day’s Adjournment of Trial 
in Port Gibson, Miss. 








HE WILL BE BURIED HERE 





Was Fighting Brother and Sister 
for Share of Brother’s 
$1,000,000 Estate. 





Marcus Bernheimer’s body will be 
brought from Port Gibson, Miss., to 
St. Louis for burial. He died sud- 
denily Thursday afternoon in the 
courthouse at Port Gibson, = short- 
ly after the adjournment of the court, 


in -which his suit against his brother, 
Sidney Bernheimer of New York, and 
his sister, Mrs. Nicholas Scharff of St. 
Louis, for a share of the $1,000,000 estate 
of their brother, Jacob Bernheimer, was 
on trial. 

Sidney Bernheimer, defendant in the 
suit, with whom he was at enmity, was 
one of the first to reach his side after a 
stroke of heart disease left him uncon- 
scious. He called a physician, but his 
brother died without regaining con- 
sciousness. Contraction of the muscles 
of the heart caused death, according 
to physicians. 

Marcus Bernheimer was 65 years old, 
and until a few years ago was wealthy. 
His principal interests were in the mill- 
ing business, and he was at one time a 
member of a wholesale grocery firm. He 
lost a large sum in the improvement of 
Meramec Highlands and the building 
ot the Meramec Inn, which failed to be- 
come the popular resort he expected to 
make it. : 

His brother, Jacob, who amassed a 
fortune in the cotton market, died last 
year in Atlantic City, and left most of 
his property to his brother Sidney and 
his sister, Mrs. Scharff. Marcus Bern- 
heimer was named in the will as the re- 
cipient of $6000, and filed suit to break 
the will, alleging undue influence. 

Marcus Bernheimer twice sought pub- 
lie office, being defeated by James Ban- 
nerman in 1893 for the Democratic nom- 
ination for Mayor, and being defeated in 
1910 for the office-of Circuit Clerk, after 
having received the Democratic nomi- 
nation. Two sons, Sanford and Samuel 
Bernheimer, and three daughters, Miss 
Lucille Bernheimer, Mrs. Alvin Bauman 
and Mrs. L. D. Kiine, survive him. He 
was a member of Shaare Emeth congre- 
gation and of the Columbian Club, and 
was former national president of the 
United Hebrew Charities. |

There Were 15,001 Births and 
10,775-Deaths in St. Louis 
for the Period. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, March 8.—Dr. 


Frank B. Hiller, secretary of the State 
Board of Health, today gave out a 
statement showing there were 73,858 
births and 43,390 deaths in 1911 in the 
whole State. The ratio of births based 
on the Government census for 1910 was 
22.42 per cent, and the death rate J3.17. 
January had the greatest number of 
deaths, 4807, and September the leust, 
3029. Kansas City shows a lower birth 
rate and a higher death rate than St. 
Louis. There were 4664 births and 3966 
deaths in Kansas City last year, giving 
a birth rate of 18.77 and a death rate of 


15.96. For the same period the birth 
rate in St. Louis was 21.83 and the 
death rate 15.68. There were 15,001 births 
in St. Louis and 10,775 deaths. 
Tuberculosis had the greatest number 
of victims, 5035, more than 11 per cent. 
Pneumonia was second with 4621, or 
more than 10 per cent. More than 23 
per cent of the deaths last July were of 
childrén under 2 years of age. 

Dunklin County has the highest birth 
rate, above 4). per cent, and Buchanan 
County the lowest, a little more than 
16 per cent. Dunklin County also has 
the highest death rate, mere than 23 
per cent, and Worth County the lowest 
death rate, a little less than 5 per cent. 
This is the first report ever made for 
the whole State on this subject.

New York’s Democratic representative 
in the: upper House, Senator James A. 
O’Gorman, today said to the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent: 

“The plan conceived by the late Jo- 
seph Pulitzer for a memorial to Thomas 
Jefferson does honor to the memory of 
that distinguished journalist, who, in 
his own day, did so much to advance 
the political principles of the author of 
the charter of American liberty. 

Wishes Project Success, 

“Every crisis in human affairs has 
produced leaders whose names are writ 
largely in the hearts of a grateful pos- 
terity. Our revolutionary era was no 
exception to the rule. Washington, Jef- 
ferson, Franklin, Hamilton, John Ad- 
ams, Patrick Henry and John Hancock 
were the commanding figures in that 
heroic period. They struggled in a 
mighty cause and achieved American in- 
dependence, but to Jefferson more than 
to any one of his illustrious compatriots 
belongs the glory of devising and per- 
petuating a government based upon the 
immutable principles of human freedom 
and equality.

The Deadly Railroad Frog. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, : 

Your editorial of Feb. 28, 1912, entitled “The 
Deadly Railroad Frog,” which referred to the 
death of John Kelly, by being trapped in a rail- 
road frog in the city of St. Louis, was read with 
interest by the writer.

By Associated Pregs, 
WASHINGTON, March 8.—American 


participation in general arbitration of 
international difficulties is a dead issue 
so far as concerns this session of Con- 


gress, and probably for many years ‘o 
come, according to Government officials, 
who today summed up the Senate’s ac- 
tion yesterday in stripping the proposed 
arbitration treaties with France and 
Great Britain of their vital features. 

There is little thought that President 
Taft will submit the treaties in their 
mangled form to either of the Powers 
for possible . approval. The amended 
treaties, sent to the White House today, 
will await the return to Washington of 
President Taft, and if routine is fol- 
lowed he will send them to the State 
Department. The action of the Senate 
is a victory for Roosevelt ideas over the 
President. 


News for Knox by Cable. 

Secretary Knox, who is due today at 
Amapala on the west coast of Honduras, 
will be advised by cable of what has 
happened and as a matter of form, some 
consultation must be had between the 
President and the Secretary before the 
next step can be taken. 

As a matter of courtesy, the British 
and French ambassadors will be in- 
formed of the Senate’s action but that 
will not be regarded as an invitation to 
them to accept the amendments unless 
followed by further representatione from 
the State Department. 

Stripped of the clause which it was 
claimed would invade the constitutional 
treaty-making power of the Senate, and 
with many other limitations added, the 
general] arbitration treaties between the 
United States and England and France, 
proposed by President Taft and Secre- 
tary Knox, as forerunners of universal 
peace, were ratified by the Senate by a 
vote of 76 to 3. 

The senators who voted against the 
ratifications were: Lorimer, Martine 
and Reed. The latter two are Demo- 
crats. 


Senator Bacon’s Amendment. 

By the terms of an amendment pro- 
posed by Senator Bacon of Georgia, the 
Senate consented to the ratification of 
the treaties, with the distinct provision 
that they do not authorize the submis- 
sion ‘“‘to arbitration of any question 
which .affects the. admission of aliens 
into the. United States, or the admis- 
Ston of°aliens. to the educational insti- 
tutions of the several states or the terri- 


of the United States or concerning the 
question of the alleged indebtedness or 
moneyed obligation of any state of the 
United States, or any question which 
depends upon themselves or involves the 
maintenance of the traditional attitude 
of the United States concerning Amer- 
ican questions, commonly described as 
the Monroe doctrine, or other purely 
governmental policy.” 

As amended, the treaties provide that 
all differences, with the exception of the 
subjects named in the Bacon amend- 
ment, which it has not been possible 
to adjust by diplomacy and which are 
justiceable in their nature, shall be sub- 
mitted to arbitration at The Hague tri- 
bunal. 

Administration View. 

Ambassador Bryce did not comment, 
neither did Jules Jusserand, the Ambas- 
sador from France. 

Senator Bacon and his colleague, who 
forced the modification, declared that 
nothing had been lost in the cause of 
peace, because 45 nations were now 
parties to The Hague convention, and 
they spoke having in mind also the 
treaties negotiated by Secretary Root. 
The administration senators’ view was 
that the elimination was achieved by the 
massing .of a practically solid Demo- 
cratic vote with a sprinkling of Repub- 
licans. 
Senator Penrose of Pennsylvania, Re- 
publican leader of the Senate; Heyburn 
of Idaho, Gronna of North Dakota, 
Gamble of South Dakota, Stone of Mis- 
sourl, Poindexter of Washington, Taylor 
of Tennessee and Davis of Arkansas 
were absent. Of these Stone, Gronna, 
Gamble and Davis had been paired. 
Clause Is Eliminated. 
The treaty with England was first 
taken up and the first vote came on an 
amendment proposed by the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee, to eliminate clause 
3 of article 38—the provision around 
which the fight has centered—and on 
this the motion was carried, 42 to 4 
Clause 3 would have submitted to a 
joint high commission the question as to 
whether or not a difference was subject 
to arbitration, and its decision was made 
final. It was contended that that clause 
would take from the Senate its prerog- 
ative as part of the treaty-making 
power.

MADE $52,562,500 


Standard Oil Stock Reaches 
Highest Price, His Shares Be- 


ing Worth $222,500,000. 


NEW YORK, March 8—If John D. 
Rockefeller could have closed out his 
holdings in the Standard Oil Co. of New 


Jersey yesterday he might have done so 
at a profit of $62,562,500 over the low 
point touched by the stock as a result 
of the Supreme Court decision of May 
15 last. 

Standard Ojl closed on the day of the 
decision at 679%. The next morning, 
with the knowledge that dissolution 
would be ordered, the stock broke to 
640, which was 10 points above the rec- 
ord low price touched May 4, 1906, when 
President Roosevelt announced that 
Federal prosecution was to be’ begun. 
Before the decision was announced 
Rockefeller’s holdings—2% per cent of the 
$100,000,000 capital of the New Jersey 
company—were worth $169,937,500. The 
break cost him, on paper, $9,937,500. 

Yesterday Standard Oil became sud- 
denly active on the curb market. Be- 
fore the spurt was over it had ad- 
vanced $35 a share, to $890, the highest 
price it has ever touched. This price 
means an advance of 100 points within
